If Brookv ille*s enthu siasm remains 
intact and at as high a pitch a s that 
d isplay ed here Mond ay night there is 
no reason to believ e the boosters from 
that cou nty seat will not take care of 
their end of the rou te. 
The Brook­ 
v ille merchants’ association will be 
notified of the action here. 
Tf is possible for the local boosters 
for the line to begin work at once as 
the rou te I'mm ibis oily to Xew S a le m

In v iew of the fact that Ru shv ille 
d oes not hav e a paid fire d epartment, 
he say s, it is necessary for the mem­ 
bers of the company to d epend on the 
fire bell to notify them that a fire is 
in progress. If the bell d oes not ring 
they nev er know that a fire has brok­ 
en ou t u nless they happen on the in­ 
formation by chance. 
Sometimes the 
box at the fire station is pu lled , bu t 
this calls the firemen to the station 
and in many cases time is lost in get­ 
ting to the seat of the fire. 
May or 
Black scents d anger in the practice 
of send ing in “still” alarms as so me 
d ay a ba d fire might ma ke g rea t hea d­ 
way befo re enou gh firemen a rriv ed to 
fight it.

A bond ord inance calling for $223.- 
](» was passed by the cou ncil, 
it is 
for the sid ewalk improv ement in West 
Ninth street. The ord inance has been 
read y for some time ^bu t the cou ncil 
has been waiting to hear from Mrs. 
Josie Ray , who had not signed the 
waiv er. 
Dr. \Y. IT. Smith petitioned for the 
ex tension of a gas main from Han­ 
nah and Eighth street to his 
r e s i ­ 
d ence. 
The petition was 
granted . 
The u su al claims against 
the

were allowed . 
Cou ncilman Norris, who was ap­ 
pointed by tlie cou ncil to look for a 
team of horse» reported he now had 
sev eral teams in v iew and

company giv e for not appealing the 
ease is the fact that another letting of 
the pu blic fu nd s for d eposit will be 
mad e nex t Janu ary . It is not probable 
that a d ecision cou ld be had from the 
higher cou rts before that time. It was 
annou nced tod ay that the tru st com­ 
pany ex jy ects t <> be treated fairly at 
the nex t letting. 
If fair treatment is 
not giv en, tru st company officials say 
they will seek recou rse in the cou rts 
and compel the township 
officers to 
observ e the law. 
An official of the tru st 
company 
said tod ay that his company has al­ 


w a y s been d iscriminated against by 
finance board s 
ou tsid e the 
city of 
Ru shv ille and Ru shv ille township. He 
asserted that some of the 
township 
tru stees of (he 
cou nty 
control the 
placing of the fu nd s, althou gh, u nd er 
the law, they hav e absolu tely no v oice 
in su ch matters. 
It was stated by an officer of the 
company that Ju d ge Blair in his ru l­ 
ing on a d emu rrer to the complaint 
held llie law to be with the tru st com­ 
pany a s to the eq u itable d iv ision of 
the f u nd s among all the financial in­ 
stitu tions apply ing for su ch fu nd s. It 
was fu rther stated the cou rt field the 
tru st company was entitled to recov er 
in tfiis particu lar case becau se of a 
technical error in the application for 
the d eposits.

PAPER BAG 
COOKING 


Great System Perfected by M. 
Soyer, Famous London Chef. 


BAG 
D IN N E RS 
FCTR

London. 
The era of paper bag cooking, which 
I have had the honor o f%recently per­ 
fecting, opens up a happier prospect 
to th e wife of the workingman, the 
clerk or other employe on a small 
salary, not only in the quantity of the 
dishes she may prepare, but in more 
leisure for herself. 
Lest any frugal house m other may 
be appalled at the prospect of having 
to use some two or three bags before 
she can produce a dinner, let me state 
th a t all the following recipes, each of 
wiiich I have tested personally, can be 
cooked in one bag, leaving only the 
pudding, pie or tart to be considered. 
In drawing up these dinners for a 
w eek I have had in mind a household 
consisting of mother, father and three 
o r four children, ranging from twelve 
to five years of age. 
It m ust be borne in mind th a t m eat 
w astes practically not at all during the 
cooking process in the bag, therefore, 
if you put four pounds into the bag, 
four pounds will come out. 
Sunday. 
Allow a quarter of a pound of m eat 
per head for each child, and a half a 
pound per head for the two adults, and 
you will have two pounds left 
over, 
either for Sunday night’s supper or for 
next day’s dinner. 
As to vegetables, 
get some carrots, onions and turnips, 
mixed, and tw-o pounds of potatoes. 
Peel the potatoes, slice them very 
thinly, and leave in w ater till needed. 
Peel and slice the onions and turnips 
and scrape the carrots. 
Cut all into 
small' squares. 
Wash well; leave on a 
plate till needed. 
Take a little suet 
or two good tablespoonfuls of drip­ 
ping. 
Rub this into half a pound of 
flour, and salt to taste, being careful 
not to overdo this and a little pepper. 
Mix to the ordinary dumpling consis­ 
tency with cold water, and shape into 
dumplings about the size of a 
big 
Brazil nut. 
Wash the beef well, but do not dry 
it. 
Sprinkle it with seasoned flour— 
th at is, flour to which a little pepper 
and salt have been added—on both 
sides. Now grease the large bag thick­ 
ly with beef dripping. 
Take the pota­ 
toes out of their bowl. 
Do oot dry 
them, but sprinkle them lighily with 
tne seasoned flour. 
Then take the 
potatoes, carrots, turnips and onions, 
and mix them all well together, sprink­ 
ling them w ith a very little salt. Take j 
a handful of this mixture and some 
dumplings, and put them into the bot­ 
tom of the bag. 
Then put in the flank 
of beef. 
Press it in as tightly and as 
closely to the vegetables as possible. 
Light the oven gas beforehand, let it 
get as hot as it can for eight minutes. 
Then place the paper bag on the ! roll­ 
er, 
put the broiler on the shelf of 
the 
oven, and close the door. 
Turn 
the 
gas down half way, and 
leave 
th e bag in from an hour and a half 
to two hours. 
Monday. 
W hat is left over from Sunday will 
m ake dinner for Monday. 
Grease a bag well as before. 
Cut 
up the rem ains of the stewTed beef into 
small square pieces. 
Dust these with 
fresh seasoned flour. 
Put two pounds 
of potatoes, cut small and dusted with 
salt, into a greased bag as before. 
Sprinkle the m eat with a little pow- 
dered sweet herbs put in the bag, and 
add to it a handful of either rice, bar­ 


ley or oatmeal, walCh has been soak­ 
ing all night in cold water. 
If the 
w ater has not been quite all absorbed, 
add this also. 
Nowr add the remains 
of any gravy which may be over from 
the previous day. Close the bag, place 
it on broiler as before, and cook for GO 
minutes. 
A jam turnover will be just the 
right sort of substantial dish to follow 
the beef. 
For this you m ust have a 
bag. 
Rub four ounces of lard or good 
dripping into half pound of flour salted 
to taste till it crumbles well. 
Add 
sufficient cold w ater to m ake to a stiff 
paste; roll out twice. 
Mark out a 
square and spread this thickly with 
any kind of jam liked. 
Fold over the 
two sides first and pinch well together. 
Now fold over the two sides in the 
sam e way. 
Brush over with w ater or 
milk, and sprinkle well with brown 
sugar. 
Put into the greased bag and 
bake tor forty-five minutes. 
T uesday. 
Take two pounds of cold boiled po­ 
tatoes, pour cn to them two wineglass­ 
fuls of hot milk or water, add a good 
big lump of dripping or cold bacon fat, 
and m ash to pulp, then beat up with a 
fork till quite light. 
Take one and a 
half pounds of either sausages or sau­ 
sage meat (if the form er squeeze the 
m eat out of the skins) and m ake into 
small cakes each sausage making twro 
cakes. Sprinkle a little finely chopped 
anion on top of each cake. 
Make the 
potato pulp into thick round cakes, 
and put a sausage cake on top of each. 
Place in a well greased bag. 
Close It, 
and cook in a hot oven for fifteen 
minutes. 
%01d-fash:oned Irish plum porridge. 
Soak half a pound of oatmeal 
over 
night in cold water. At the sam e time 
soak four ounces of well washed cur­ 
rants in another dish. 
Grease a bag 
well, drain the currants, add them to 
the oatmeal together with a bit of but­ 
ter the size of a walnut. 
Mix, place in 
the bag, close, and cook for fifty min­ 
utes in a moderately hot oven.

There has been a g rowing demand 
throug hout the state for ag ricultural 
instruction for teachers. 
The state 
board of education has outlined 
a 
course in ag riculture which the teach­ 
ers have had before them in their 
“State 
Manuals” 
and 
“Uniform 
Courses of Study ” for the last two or 
three y ears, but this has been merely 
sug g estive. 
The teachers have been 
asking where they can g et informa­ 
tion on this subject that will enable 
them to teach it successfully . 
They 
have felt that they did not have the 
necessary information to do the work 
as it should be done. 
In view of these facts, Purdue uni­ 
versity as the leader of ag ricultural 
education in Indiana, will conduct a 
summer school for teachers from June 
17 to July 20, 1912. 
Instruction will 
not only be g iven in ag riculture, but 
in domestic science and manual train­ 
ing as well. 
The 
p urp ose 
of 
the 
school will he to p rep are teachers in 
the rural schcools for, teaching these 
subjects effectively . 
The instruction 
will emp hasize the elementary sitle 
of the subjects p rincip ally , with es­ 
p ecial attention to the org anization of 
materials and ap p aratus for rural con­ 
ditions. 
The university laboratories 
and equip ment, including the library , 
will be available. 
The school will be conducted p ri­ 
marily for teachers already in the 
service who wish to become more 
valuable to their resp ective commu­ 
nities. 
The corp s of instructors will 
be chosen from the Purdue faculty , 
with esp ecial reference to their fit­ 
ness for the work, and will be under 
the leadership of Prof. Georg e L. Rob- 


Never before in tlie history of ag ri­ 
cultural education in Indiana 
have 
there been p laced ut the doors of our 
farmers so many op p ortunities to be­ 
come trained for the successful car­ 
ry ing on of their business as at the 
p resent time. 
The p eop le, realizing 
that they had farm p roblems to be 
solved and that they were not in a 
p osition to attack these p roblems sci­ 
entifically , vig orously and definitely 
clamored for assistance. 
Schools of 
ag riculture and ex p eriment stations 
were almost at once established and 
maintained with the p eop le’s money 
ap p rop riation by their rep resentatives 
in 
national 
and 
state 
leg islative 
i.odies. 
As a result of y ears of study and in­ 
vestig ation carried on at these insti­ 
tutions by bodies of trained and ex- 
i < rt men a g reat mass of valuable in­ 
humation on crop s, soils, herd im- 
î ovement, etc., has been accumulat­ 
ed. 
Various p roblems bearing on rur­

Ap p rop riations made from time to 
time by the Indiana leg islature have 
made it p ossible to p resent to the p eo­ 
p le of the state some of the results 
of ex p erimental work carried on at 
Purdue university , the headquarters 
of the ag ricultural industry in In­ 
diana. 
To accomp lish the dissemina­ 
tion of the finding s and teaching s of 
the ag ricultural division of the uni­ 
versity , the ag ricultural ex tension de­ 
p artment emp loy s various ag encies. 
Among these ag encies p robably none 
is more imp ortant and effective than 
the 
conducting 
of 
farmers* 
short 
courses at various p oints in the state. 
Already this season several very suc­ 
cessful courses have been held. Some

work as a whole will be administered 
in such way as to be ex tremely p rac­ 
tical and help ful as an effective aid 
in furthering the develop ment of vo­

in this work is manifested and best 
results obtained when these ex tension 
schools for farmers are held in the 
smaller towns and villag es as is be­ 
ing done this season.

work under the direction of Purdue 
university ag ricultural ex tension de­ 
p artment.

and domestic science. 
For use in 
class work a carload of equip ment, 
including valuable and ty p ical sp eci­ 
mens of horses, beef and dairy cattle, 
sheep and swine, is carried, tog ether 
with sp ray ing and 
p runing 
imp le­ 
ments, and utensi’s 
for 
the 
farm 
dairy , the p oultry p lant, and for do­ 
mestic science demonstrations. 
For 
illustrating 
the

lectures, 
charts, bromides and a fine stereop ti- 
con lantern are used. 
Up wards of 5,000 farmers have been 
reached directly thus far this season 
by means of short courses. 
Eig ht 
thousand to 10,000 
more 
will 
be 
reached directly b fore sp ring , or a 
total of over 15,000 in all. 
The indirect results of these short 
courses cannot be rep resented by fig ­ 
ures. 
One such course should be 
held in every county . 
Even now the 
demand for short courses is far g reat­ 
er than the funds at the disp osal of 
the ex tension dep artment can take 
care of and at th? same time g ive 
due attention to other imp ortant lines 
of work.

Famine Continues. 
Today is February 21. 
Some eight 
or nine months ago Rushville was in 
the grip of a w ater 
famine. 
This 
same famine prevails today and from 
the present outlook conditions next 
summer will be worse than last. Last 
night the city council met in about the 
fifteenth or sixteenth session since 
this w ater famine began 
and no 
more was done last night than at any 
previous meeting. 
In fact last night 
the question was not even mentioned 
during the regular meeting although 
it was discussed at a kind of a Star 
chamber session after Hie meeting 
had adjourned. 
Instead of talking 
in the open and 
letting the 
public 
know what the council is doing 
or 
rath er plans to do, the members talk­ 
ed in secret. 
Spring will soon be here and then 
summer. 
The time 
will go quickly 
enough and unless the 
city council 
gets busy at once Rushville will be 
as dry as a desert next summer. The 
supply of w ater today is about the 
same as eight months ago although 
the city 
has drilled1 several 
wells. 
None of these new wells are in use. 
It has been shown how one of these 
wells by installing an $1100 pump 
would increase the present 
supply 
140.000 gallons per day. 
Vet the 
council has refused to spend $1100. 


The special water committee 
has 
been investigating the 
'overflowing 


city with the view of drilling some 
wells there for city use. 
It is under­ 
stood the land owners have refused 
the city the right to drill wells or 
lease their lands for this purpose. 
The men who own the land are afraid 
the city by drilling wells there will 
eventually take their w ater supply 
and are naturally looking out for 
themselves. 
The city council surely 
did not think the land owners in that 
section would be so liberal as to give 
them a free hand. 
It seems the city 
desires something for nothing and is 
not willing to pay out a little money 
and stop this famine. 
The city has 
about $6000 in the general fund and 
yet an $1100 
pump 
could not be 
bought and an eight m onths’ water 
famine g i v e s promise of extending an 
indefinite period. 
Today is February 21.
